The National Liberation 
Front in South Vietnam is de- 
scribed in an article published 
today as "a contrived political 1 
mechanism with no indige- 
nous roots” and "subject to the 
ultimate control" of the North 
Vietnamese Communist Party 
in Hanoi. 

The article, - by Georg<r-Ai 
Carver Jr., appears • in the 
prestigious quarterly. Foreign 
Affairs, the publication of the 
Council on Foreign Relations.

Ilis article details and doc- 
uments, in effect, the Johnson 
Administration’s contention 
that the NLF is silrtply a 
"tool” of the Hanoi regime. 
Carver agrees that while "the 
Victcong organization is un- 
questionably a major factor in 
the South Vietnamese politi- 
cal scene," it has "no serious 
claim” to recognition as the 
"sole legitimate voice" of the 
South Vietnamese. 

The article concedes that 
"there arc unquestionably 
many non-Communists heroi- 
cally serving in various com- 
ponents” of the NLF “out of 
a desire to redress genuine 
grievances or in the honest 
belief that they are thereby 
helping to build a better po- 
litical structure.” ■ 

Carver traces the history of 
Ho Chi Minh’s Indochinese 
Communist Party since 1930, 
the creation of the Vietminh 
tb -harass the' Japanese and 
later to seize power in Hanoi 


(PRP) as its controlling clc 
ment. On behalf of Hanoi, 
says Carver, it acts as "the 
Southern branch” of Ho’s 
Communist Party. 

Field control over the Vict- 
cong military units, writes 
Carver, is held by "faceless 
men" of whom few have been 
identified. The overall com- 
mander is "almost certainly" 
a man who uses the name 
Tran Nam, but several cap- 
tured Victcong cadre mem- 
bers insist he is really Lt. 
Gen. Tran Van Tra, a deputy 
chief of staff of the North 
Vietnamese army and a mem- 
ber of the central committee 
in the Hanoi Party. 

"There is no such thing," 
the article states, "as a Vict- 
cong military unit of any size 
independent of the (PHP’s) 
political apparatus or free 
from tight political control. 
Probably no more than a third 
of the Victcong forces are 
Party members, but by virtue 
of its organizational mechan- 
ism the PRP controls the 
'Liberation Army’ in the same 
way that it controls the Na- 
tional Liberation Front.” 

The key elements in this 
control arc the more than 50,- 
000 eersons infiltrated into 
the South since the Hanoi 
Party’s 1959 decision “to pur- 
sue its objective of political 
conquest by waging insurgent 
war.” Until late 1963 these in- 
filtrators were mostly South- 
erners who had been re-, 
grouped in the North after 
the 1954 Geneva agreements 
split the country.
